A 22-year-old Taylor driver, 
Jimmie Card, was arrested last 
Thursday night in connection 
with the hit-and-run fatal acci- 
dent involving a 16-year-old 
Romulus High School student 

Taylor police said Card was 
apprehended at a friend’s 
home at 7 p.m. last Thursday. 
He was ticketed for leaving the 
scene of a serious or fatal acci- 
dent. 

Card was arraigned last Fri- 
day before 23rd District Court 
Judge Anthony Nicita. Bail 
was set at $3,000 (10 percent). A 
preliminary hearing was set 
for today. 

Card is accused of being the 
driver of a vehicle that 
smashed into a car in which 
Julie Krautlein of Romulus 
was a passenger. The accident 
occurred at Eureka and Inks- 
ter roads at 3:42 p.m. Aug. 7. 

The Romulus High student 
was taken first to Heritage 
Hospital in Taylor and then 
flown to University of Michi- 
gan Hospital, where she re- 
portedly died at 7:40 p.m. 

Taylor police said that Miss 
Krautlein was a passenger in a 
■ M ar driven by a 16-year-old girl 
Tennessee. The car was 
t iin the process of making a left 
’hand turn on Eureka Road, 
;when it was struck by the 
Card’s vehicle. He reportedly 
!fled the scene of the accident, 
’police said. 

' The Tennessee woman was 
injured slightly and was 
treated at Annapolis Hospital 
in Wayne. She was released af- 
ter treatment. 

Taylor police said the inves- 
tigation is continuing. 

School

Reports that Wayne- 
Westland Superintendent of 
Schools Dr. Larry Thomas may 
submit his resignation to the 
board of education at the Aug. 
22 board meeting could not be

Leaders of the Romulus 
Imperial Embassy were on 
hand Sunday in Dearborn to 
greet Brent Spiner, who en- 
acts the character of Lt. Com- 
mander Data on the Star Trek 
Next Generation series. 

Also in attendance at the

2 murder trials 
set to begin

Two murder trials, one in- 
volving the shooting death of a 
Romulus man and the other a 
stabbing of a Lansing resident, 
are slated to begin the last 
week of August. 

The first trial will witness 
Nathan Yount, 16, of Taylor, be- 
ing tried as an adult for the 
shooting death of Christopher 
Warren Jones of Romulus on 
the night of Feb. 22 outside 
Mount Pleasant School. 

Yount will be tried on 
charges of first degree murder, 
assault with intent to murder 
and two counts of felony fire- 
arm. Presiding at the trial will 
be Recorders Court Judge Ger- 
shwin Drain. 

While Yount will be tried as 
an adult, the possibility re- 
mains that he could be sen- 
tenced as a juvenile, which 
means even if he is convicted 
of first degree murder he 
could be freed at the age of 21. 

This possibility angers 
Bruce Jones, father of the vic- 


tim, who has been working to 
have such a possibility out- 
lawed. 

The second murder case in- 
volves the stabbing death of 
Ronald Clark Pasko, 30, of the 
Lansing area. Mr. Pasko’s body 
was found on Cogswell Street 
in Romulus early on the morn- 
ing of April 13. 

While the shoeless body was 
stripped of identification pa- 
pers and the victim’s car was 
left on the Michigan-Ohio bor- 
der, local detectives working 
with Eaton County police dis- 
covered his identity and the 
fact that he was killed in his 
Lansing home and later 
dumped in Romulus. 

A Lansing pair, Stephanie ' 
Fisher, 23, and Lee McDuffie, 

24, were charged with first de- 
gree murder. Both defendants 
are former Detroit residents 
and McDuffie was said to be 
Pasko’s ex-co-worker. 

The motive behind the mur- 
der was tied to a failed finan- 
cial deal the trio had made 
earlier. 


Group home battle 
slated on Monday

City residents concerned 
about the rising number of 
group foster homes in Ro- 
mulus are urged to attend a 6 
p.m. session this Monday at 
which time the City Council 
will begin an effort to curtail 
the spiraling number of such 
facilities within the city. 

Mayor Beverly McAnally 
and the City Council have long 
been frustrated over the mush- 
rooming number of adult fos- 
ter homes in Romulus and that 
the number continues to esca- 
late. 

City Councilman Noah 
(Pete) Bergeron complained 
on June 27 that something 
needed to be done to slow or 
halt the number of such homes 
opening up within the city. 

Bergeron asked City Clerk 
Linda Choate to contact the 
state Department of Social 
Services to appear at such a 
meeting. Choate said later that 
the social service unit has 
agreed to have a representa- 
tive at the Monday meeting 
slated prior to the regular 7:30 
p.m. council meeting. 

Mayor pro tern Mary Ann 
Banks cited the fact that in ad- 
dition to the excessive number 
of such group homes, the large 
population of retarded adults 
also puts a heavy economic 
strain on the Romulus Commu- 
nity School District. 

According to state law, the 
school district must provide 
transportation to and from ed- 
ucational facilities for those 
people until they reach the age 
of 26. Many of such students 
are bused to outside-the- 
district schools, which makes 
the cost much higher, Banks 
said. 

Banks also appealed for 
some help from Lansing on the 
issue. State Representative 
Gregory Pitoniak (D-Taylor) re- 
vealed that his legislative aide 
Andrea Cascarilla will be in 
attendance to outline his posi-

tion and to gather information 
for Pitoniak’s office. 

Councilman Ellis Pen- 
nington, another long time 
critic of group homes in Ro- 
mulus, declared “we have 41 
such homes in Romulus, it 
seems like one on every block. 

“Social Services should con- 
sider making Romulus off 
limits for any more group 
homes until surrounding 
towns catch up with us in the 
number of such homes,” Pen- 
nington said. 

It is expected that a repre- 
sentative of the school district 
will also attend the meeting.

A dart blowing Garden City 
resident was bound over to De- 
troit Recorder’s Court on fel- 
ony charges after striking a 
local entertainer in the eye. 
* • Jimmie Capeneka II, son of 
v the owner of Jimmy’s Next 
^Door, a popular Westland bar 
located at 35323 Ford Road, 
was at the location during the 
evening hours July 22 when 


the incident occurred, accor- 
ding to Westland police Sgt. 
Leonard West. 

Capeneka, 30, was charged 
with mayhem, which is the ma- 
licious intent to do great 
bodily harm, and assault with 
intent to do great bodily harm 
less than murder. Capeneka, 
who waived his right to a pre- 
liminary examination in West- 
land 18th District Court, faces 
a maximum sentence of up to 


10 years in prison on each 
count if convicted. He was re 
leased on a personal bond 
pending his next court date in 
Detroit, Aug. 25. 

The injury occurred when 
35-year-old Christopher Elder 
was performing a comedy rou 
tine. During the act, Capeneka 
allegedly used a blow gun to 
shoot darts at the victim. The 
first two darts hit the per- 
former in the leg and arm and 


attack 

the third struck Elder in the 
eye, causing a puncture 
wound, according to West. 

Elder was transported to a 
nearby hospital for treatment 
and is still undergoing treat 
ment for the eye injury. How 
ever, West said. Elder is 
expected to recover fully. 

West said he didn’t know 
why Capeneka blew the darts 
at Elder, who he has known for 
several years.

Zoltowski will have his work cut out for him. 

“One of the problems we had a year ago,” 
Meriweather noted, “was the lack of experience 
at the quarterback slot. Zoltowski’s biggest con- 
cern will be to find someone who can take com- 
mand of the offense.” 

The Eagles will launch the 1994 campaign at 
7:30 p.m. on Sept. 2 when neighboring Taylor 
Truman invades Romulus.

Plymouth-Canton abolishes 
student pay-to-participate fee

With less than a week left to go before the 
start of the 1994-95 school year, Superintendent 
Dr. Charles Little is already becoming a hit with 
Plymouth-Canton students. 

The school leader challenged the board to 
come up with $20,000, to be combined with his 
$30,000 saving, and abolish pay-to-play in Plym- 
outh- Canton Community Schools. 

The $30,000 was given back to the students in 
the form of co- curricular activities after the 
resignation of Jim Finn, Plymouth- Canton Edu- 
cational Park (PCEP) faculty athletic manager. 
Finn left to take an assistant principal position 
at South Redford Thurston High School in Red- 
ford. 

The resignation prompted school officials to 
reorganize athletic administration and create 
the position of faculty supervisor with less re- 
sponsibilities than athletic manager. A de- 
crease of responsibilities was matched with a 
decrease in salary. 

“To be able to set aside pay-to-play, we need 
$50,000,” said Little. “Here is $30,000, now I ask 
the board to find the other $20,000 so we can 

it ” 


Statistics show that the number of student 
athletes has dropped during the past two years 
as a result of the participation fee. In 1991-92, 
almost 1,900 students were involved in sports at 
PCEP. When administration implemented a $60 
fee the following year, participation dropped to 
1,623 students. Last year when the fee increased 
to $125, the student count dropped even further 
to 1,421. 

Each of the seven board members agreed 
that co-curricular activities were an important 
Dart of the education process, but only four be- 
lieved extracting $20,000 from the general fund 
was appropriate. 

“With our budget situation, it comes dow-n to 
choices," said Vice President Sue Feiten. “We 
already had to take money out of the budget this 
year to balance the budget next year.” 

“I did not believe in my heart that $30 was 
prohibitive. We just purchased a bunch of new 
computers,” said the woman, “and there is a 
good possibility we will need money for new 
software or to teach our staff how to use the 
computers.” 

President David Artley, also in search of a 
balance between classroom education and co- 
curricular education, sees the situation in a dif-

Reported domestic violence 
cases are on the rise, accord- 
ing to Westland 18th District 
Judges C. Charles Bokos and 
Gail McKnight, and it may be 
due to the violent death of OJ. 
Simpson’s former wife Nicole 
Brown Simpson in mid-June. 

“I really think the OJ. inci- 
dent has frightened a number 
of people. I think that women 
are becomming more apt to do 
something about violence,” 
Bokos said. 

Both judges have noticed an 
“alarming increase” in the nu- 
mber of domestic violence 
cases being reported. To date 
220 cases have been reported 
this year compared to a total of 
168 cases in 1993, according to 
court officials. 

From June 13, two days af- 
ter Nichole Simpson’s murder, 
to July 12, 52 cases were re- 
ported locally. This amount, 
according to Bokos, is “three 
times the number of cases re- 
ported during the same period 
last year.” 

In addition, according to 
Westland 18th District Court 
Administrator David Wiacek, 


from mid-July to Aug. 10, an 
additional 52 cases have been 
reported. 

With the courts “no drop” 
policy on domestic violence 
cases, offenders are more 
likely to do jail time and/or be- 
come involved in rehabilita- 
tion programs. 

“In past times, officers 
would get frustrated because 
the victim was just looking for 
a referee and once it (violence) 
stopped, the officer would be 
asked to go away,” McKnight 
said. 

“It’s a real good program. 
We can’t make people change, 
but it gives people the tools to 
make appropriate changes,” 
McKnight said. 

Domestic violence cases, or 
spousal abuse cases, focus on 
husbandAvife, parent/child or 
boyfriend/girlfriend assaults. 
Usually the number of assault 


and battery cases, dealing with 
violence outside the family 
unit, is higher than domestic 
cases, but not this year, Bokos 
said. 

“I think the violence is up. 
There were five or six preg- 
nant women hit in the stomach 
area during the last month,” 
McKnight said. “We had one 
guy smashing his wife’s head 
on the cement making refer- 
ence to O.J. and saying she 
would get what she deserved 
like his (Simpson’s) wife.” 

McKnight added that there 
are also a number of female 
and child offenders abusive to 
their family members. 

“Eighty percent of the cases 
are alcohol-related. That’s true 
for our whole docket,” 
McKnight said. 

Domestic violence cases 
handled through the district 


court are “put on a fast track” 
with defendant’s returning to 
court within two weeks after 
being arraigned on the 
charges. Offenders are given 
up to 90 days jail time/and or 
appropriate treatment pro- 
grams. 

“They (circuit judges) don’t 
see the people right away. We 
see them come out of lockup ... 
a 6-foot 3-inch tall man and the 
lady with black eyes. You get a 
different feel of what’s going 
on,” McKnight said. 

However, she added, “Jail is 
an unusual rememedy. The de- 
fendant may have a lifetime in- 
vestment in the marriage. 
There are some things worth 
trying to salvage.” 

Some cases warrant more 
serious action. 

“Sometimes all you can do 
is give someone a head start on 


a new life if the spouse goes to 
jail,” the judge said. 

This “head start,” Bokos 
said, could be anything from 
divorce to moving out-of-state 
to protect themselves. 

Unlike some other law en- 
forcement officials, Canton 
Township authorities have not 
attributed an increase in do- 
mestic violence complaints to 
the publicity surrounding the 
O.J. Simpson case. 

Police department statistics 
from Jan. ‘93 to July ‘93 cited 39 
reported incidents. The nu- 
mber of incidents from Jan. ‘94 
to July ‘94 have almost dou- 
bled statistics show. 

Community Relations Offi- 
cer Tammie Colling confirmed 
the increase in numbers, but 
attributes it to other factors. 

“I think more people are 
telling and more incidents are 


happening that are not hus- 
band and wife,” she said. 

When victimized people 
previously filed a report at the 
police station, it was typically 
called a “spousal abuse," but 
with the recent passage of new 
legislature, it is now referred 
to as “domestic violence.” 

The difference lies in the 
relationship of the parties in- 
volved and the type of re- 
course that could be sought. 
Under the old statute, people 
had to reside in the same 
house to be protected by the 
act. When no weapon was 
used, as was usually the case, 
officers had to treat it as a mis- 
demeanor offense, meaning 
that officers could only arrest 
if there were evident signs of 
abuse. A report was only filed 
if there was an arrest 

According to the new act, 
police can make an arrest “as 
long as a threat or potential for 
threat is there,” she said, “and 
people do not have to live in 
the same place. If the couple 
has a common child, it is “do- 
mestic violence.” 

Many of the reports filed in- 
volve alcohol, Coiling verified, 
“but that just brings it to a 
head.”

But, even if the National 
and American League ball 
players don’t strike, parents 
who plan to send their chil- 
dren to school this fall should 
get their children’s immuniza- 
tion shots out of the way. 

There is a way to do this 
free of charge or at low cost, 
according to school and county 
officials. 

Wayne County officials this 
week announced that they are 
offering free or low-cost immu- 
nization to local and area stu- 
dents in Belleville, Sumpter, 
Van Buren Township, Ro- 
mulus, Inkster, Wayne and 
Westland areas. 


Also, Wayne County Execu- 
tive Edward H. McNamara has 
declared the month of August 
as Immunization Month. 

In conjunction with 
McNamara’s announcement, 
the Wayne County Health De- 
partment, along with several 
other local provider groups 
and community agencies, are 
planning to conduct a number 
of free and low- cost immuniz- 
ation activities this month. 

“We have a great immuniza- 
tion success story in this coun- 
try,” said Patricia Soares, 
Wayne County Health Director. 
“Right now, we are immuniz- 
ing 100 percent at a tender age. 
But that 100 percent is not chil- 
dren - it’s farm animals like 
cows, chickens, and turkeys. 

“On the other hand, less 


than 50 percent of our children 
under age 2 are properly 
immunized.” 

Soares stressed that the tide

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New student code of 
conduct prompts debate

This year parents of Wayne- 
Westland elementary school 
students will notice a change 
in the student code of conduct 
which district administrators 
are calling proactive in nature. 

However, at least one school 
board member is unsure of the 
reaction of district parents to 
the changes. 

Similar to the 1994-95 sec- 
ondary handbook, which ad- 
dresses the issue of student 
suspensions, the elementary 
code of conduct will now per- 
mit suspensions of up to 30 
days without allowing the par- 
ent to appeal this decision to 
the board of education mem- 
bers. 

“I think six weeks is a long 
time. That’s roughly 17 percent 
of a school year that a parent 
or student cannot come before 
this board,” Board Vice Presi- 
dent Richard LeBlanc said. 

From 11 to 30 days of sus- 
pension. LeBlanc said, the stu- 
dent’s only recourse is an 
appeal to the hearing officer. 
“If the hearing officer deems 
the infraction is important 
enough for a 10 to 30 day sus- 
pension, but not an expulsion, 
it’s not appealable to the 
board,” LeBlanc said. 

“I support our administra- 
tion and board ... but I’m not 
sure how fair it is,” LeBlanc 
said, adding that this language 
was in the secondary code of 
conduct last year. 

“We only had one case like 
that last year, but what if a half 
dozen people come to the 
board. I do not look forward to 
dealing with this in the fu- 
ture,” LeBlanc said. 

Trustee Francis Winter 
agreed and asked that admin- 
istrators send the code of con- 
duct to the state board of 
education for approval. 

“We reviewed the secondary 
code of conduct and included 
some of the same language. We 
wanted to communicate the 
same message to parents,” said 
Dr. Carol Johnson, district ex- 
ecutive director of elementary 
education. 

According to Johnson, ele- 


mentary students usually are 
not suspended more than five 
days for a single offense, how- 
ever she added, “What if we 
had that one?” 

“Our issues are usually 
pretty minor compared to what 
you see at the secondary level. 
We’ve never had it happen, but 
just like us having the 50 
degree below wind chill factor, 
we were not prepared. We took 
a reactionary mode, not the 
proactive mode.” 

If elementary students are 
recommended for a suspen- 
sion more than 10 days, or ex 
pulsion, they are provided 
with a student hearing before 
a district hearing officer. If the 
officer recommends expulsion 
or suspension for more than 30 
days, students have the right to 
an appeal before the board of 
education members. 

“People have the propensity 
for going to the highest source. 
We want you to know that you 
may start right here. These are 
the individuals that will have 
the say so,” Johnson said. “The 
board will not necessarily 
hear these cases. They’re not 
serious enough.” 

If the younger students are 
suspended for 10 days or less, 
the building administrator 
shall investigate the alleged vi- 
olation and present that infor- 
mation to the student. If the 
student denies the charges 
against him/her, that student 
will be given the opportunity 
to explain his/her version of 
the facts before a decision is 
made. Any disciplinary sus- 
pension more than five days, 
but less than 11 school days, 
must be approved by Dr. John- 
son. Suspensions of 10 days or 
less are final and cannot be 
appealed to the board of edu- 
cation members. 

According to the student 
handbook, if an elementary 
student presents “a danger to 
the student her/himself, or to 
other students, school person- 
nel or the educational process, 
then the student shall be sus- 
pended ...” 

Students suspended more 
than 10 days return to school 
following the decision of the 
hearing officer, while students

Today, women have many choices 
when it comes to childbirth, most of 
which enable you to play a more 
active role in the birth of your baby.

Labor and delivery rooms vary 
between hospitals — some have 
rooms w'here you labor, deliver, and 
recover in the same room; others 
have separate rooms; and others are 
somewhere in-between. 

Who will deliver your baby? 

For high-risk pregnancies, an 
obstetrician is your best choice. 
Obstetricians devote most of their 
time to delivering babies, and they 
have the most training and exposure 


in dealing 
with complications. 

If you have a low-risk 
pregnancy, your family physician can 
deliver your baby — and continue to 
provide total health care for you, the 
baby, and the whole family. 

Midwives are registered nurses 
who are trained in delivering babies 
and providing health care to women. 
They usually are affiliated with 
physicians who will back them up 
during emergencies. 

How can you participate? 

Whether you choose an obstetrician, 
family physician, or midwife, you 
should find out their routine, and what 
role you’ll play in the childbirth. 
Areas to discuss include routine episi- 
otomies (cutting the tissue between 
the vagina and anus) when you’ll get 
to hold the baby after delivery, and 
your participation in the delivery. 

While making your choices, keep 
in mind that the most important goal 
of all is to keep yourself healthy, and 
go home with a healthy baby!

The code also addresses 
dealing with student disci- 
pline based on their level of 
maturity. 

“Administrators have the 
flexibility to use the amount of 
discipline they feel neces- 
sary," Johnson said. “When a 
kindergardener steals versus a 
sixth-grader stealing, it’s to- 
tally different and should be 
handled differently ... as op- 
posed to following the code of 
conduct and suspending them 
for five days.” 

Johnson said younger chil- 
dren sometimes don’t have the 
cognitive ability to recognize 
what they are doing is wrong. 
Therefore, Johnson said, ad- 
ministrators are now given the 
latitude to discipline the chil- 
dren accordingly. These mea- 
sures can include voluntary 
agreements between the stu- 
dent or parents with adminis- 
trators. 

Johnson said the type of dis- 
cipline will also be based on 
the frequency of incorrect be- 
havior.

For the parents of 19-year- 
old Steven Taylor, the victim of 
a shooting incident which 
claimed his life earlier this 
year in Wayne, the Jan. 23. 1995 
jury trial for a Wayne man 
couldn’t come soon enough. 

Ariie Brandenburg is 
charged with fatally wounding 
Taylor Jan. 26 at his home on 
First Street at approximately 
7:20 p.m. 

During the March 11 exam- 
ination in the 29th district 
Court. Wayne County assistant 
prosecuting attorney Angelo 
Plakas informed the court of a 
taped recording between the 
defendant and a Wayne police 
dispatcher. 

Brandenburg had called the 
Wayne Police Department the 
evening of Jan. 26 to inform po- 
lice there was a dead body in 
his basement. 

The conversation included 
the following from Branden- 


burg "l don’t know what hap- 
pened here. It appears 
someone is dead in my home 
in the basement. I have no idea 
what happened. I had a guy 
come over here to sort out 
some coins. I let this guy in. 
When I woke up he disap- 
peared. He’s dead. This is Ar- 
lie Brandenburg.” 

Wayne Police Sgt. Thomas 
Miller testified during the ex 
animation that he was one of 
the first officers to arrive at 
the scene. He said Branden- 
burg informed him that he 
went to Goodman’s Feed and 
Seed store in Wayne earlier 


that day to talk with the victim 
who was an employee of Good- 
man’s. 

“He met the victim and 
made arrangements for him 
(Taylor) to come over after he 
got out of work to look at his 
coins,” Miller said. “He 
brought the victim down in the 
basement and gave him some- 
thing to eat. He brought out the 
coins while the victim was eat- 
ing and looked through them.” 

If Brandenburg is found 
guilty of second-degree mur- 
der, he could receive up to life 
in prison.

Area man pleads guilty to 
stabbing man after dispute 


Lifetime guarantee

A 39-year-old Westland man, 
accused of stabbing another 
man three times in a dispute 
about a $5 wager, pleaded 
guilty to felonious assault in 
Detroit Recorder’s Court. 

Clayborn Douglas Dean was 
originally charged with assault 
with intent to do great bodily 
harm, a crime punishable by 
up to 10 years in prison. The 
reduced charge is punishable 
by up to four years in prison. 

Dean’s bond was set at 
$50,000 cash since threatening 
the victim following an 18th 
District Court preliminary ex- 
amination in early March. In 
court Dean pointed to the vic- 
tim and said, “I’ll get you,” as 
he was being escorted to lock- 
up, according to court officer 
David Gillies. 

The stabbing occurred on 
Feb. 17 when the 31-year-old 
victim was invited into Dean’s 
home, located on the 32600 


block of Menominee Street in 
Westland. According to the vic- 
tim, Kenneth Holt of Wayne, 
the two met through a mutual 
friend and decided to wager $5 
that Holt would not drive 
Dean’s car to a nearby gas sta- 
tion without a license plate af- 
fixed to the vehicle. 

Holt took the bet, drove the 
car to the gas station and paid 
$5 for gasoline, he testified. 
When they returned to Dean’s 
home, the victim confronted 
Dean about the $5 he owed for 
the wager. According to testi- 
mony, Dean did not pay the $5 
and when Holt came toward 
him, the two began to wrestle 
in the living room. 

Sometime during the wres- 
tling match, Dean stabbed the 
victim with a 4- inch blade, 
once in the back and in both of 
his sides, Holt testified. 

“I was stabbed in my love 
handles,” which now I called 
my lifesavers,” the victim testi- 
fied as he pointed to his sides. 

After the impact. Holt testi- 


fied, he broke the knife in 
Dean’s hand suffering another 
cut to his hand.

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What a ride 

Rodeo leaves drivers breathless
